Your Mr. met with some of 

us for a preliminary briefing looking to my trip next month 
to the Soviet and Iron Curtain countries. They were very 
helpful. Thank you for your courtesy. 


I am only now beginning to get into this subject and as we 
bring together and into focus available information it striked 
me that it would be useful to approach -the whole question oft* 
Communist agriculture from the other side, to wit, what would 
the CIA like to know about agriculture in these countries that 
you do not know. I am sure that you have, and I know that 'we 
have, most of the pertinent information although it is diffiy 
cult to evaluate its accuracy. However, there are certain 
facts which ought to be sought out that we do not have. Ft&^her 
there are some judgments which can perhaps best be made on the 
ground in consultation. 


Since my visit will be an official exchange and we were very 
open and generous with the Soviet Minister a year ago, we are 
in a position, I think, to be fairly insistent in seeking infor- 
mation. 


I would appreciate your review of this and would welcome any 
advice you might have as to what we should seek out from the 
standpoint of the CIA.
